The shock return of 
Yzendoorn, who had re- 
tired at the end of last sea- 
son, will further hearten 
Jvuentus supporters af- 
ter their team’s early 
slump to the foot of the 
NSL table. 

Yzendoorn’s  _— return 
was shrouded in secrecy 
and it wasn’t until his 
appearance in Sunday’s 
match that anyone out- 

side the club had been 
aware of his return.

“Travel is now permit- 
ted and trading has com- 
menced between the 
countries. 

“The signs are there 
that, in due _ course, 
Chinese Taipei will leave 


Oceania. 


“All that will remain is 
Australia and New Zea- 
land, plus the island 
countries such as Fiji and 
Papua New Guinea.” 


If that isn’t a recipe for 
change, then what could 


Oceania has no official 
vote in FIFA as a con- 


federation, and no direct 
place in the World Cup 
without being grouped 


with other regions, and is 


not directly represented 
on the World Cup com- 
mittee. 

Sir Arthur continued: 
“I have pointed out to 
FIFA that Australia has 
competed in every Under 
16 World Tournament 
finals series, and every 
Youth finals champion- 
ship available to it. 

“All that effort at grass 
roots would be a waste of 
time unless we can look to 
something much superior 
at senior level.” 

The appointed Oceania 
Commission will be led by 
FIFA general secretary, 
Sepp. Blatter.

The basic sums made available are S.J.P. Formwork $50,000, Taubmans Paints 
$30,000 and Pioneer Concrete $10,000. 
But that is only the tip of the iceberg. 
© Taubmans will pay the club 24% of the value of paint purchases of tradesman 


connected with the club. 


© Pioneer Concrete has similarly pledged 1% of the purchase price of concrete. 
Neither arrangement will affect the competitive product prices available to the 


initial purchasers.

IF scribes were permitted the liberty of hav- 
ing favorite players I'd have to admit big 
Scott Patterson of Brunswick Juventus is 


one of mine. 


He’s big, strong, hard- 
running and aggressive 
and possessed with the 
ability to take a game in a 
vice-like grip and pro- 
ceed to shake the life 
from it. 

Big ‘SP’ doesn’t go it 
every week but when he’s 
on the move everyone 
knows it. 

He can set his club’s 
fans alight just as he can 
have opposition suppor- 
ters up in arms with the 
same passion. Like him 
or not, you damn-well 
know he’s there which is 
the very reason that for 
me he’s worth watching. 

He probably is one of 
my personal favorites be- 
cause I've never had to 
play against him — and I 
wouldn’t want to. 

To have Patterson, big 
bold and barrell-chested, 
thundering towards me 
on one of his barnstorm- 
ing runs would be quite 
enough thanks very 
much. 

I'd have packed my kit 
bag and he off on the bus 
home before you could 
say ouch! 

His game is the perfect 
foil for the silky skills of 
Socceroo Mike Pe 
whom ‘SP’ believes is one 
of the best around. 

“1 think Mickey is one 
of the best in the country 
and since he’s been back 
in the team we've looked 
a lot better", Patterson 


told ASW. 
“He’s a beautifully 
balanced player _ with 


great vision and skilled 


and I think we comple- 
ment each other. 

“My strengths lie in 
running at players and 
taking them on and I like 
to thinks I’m a player who 
can play lots of easy 
passes and keep posses- 
sion.” 

One strength Patter- 
son does have is an in- 
credible burst of speed 
which always reminds me 
very much of the same 
dash the hulking form of 
Gary Cole used to show 
in his heyday. 

Patterson looks almost 
brutish sometimes — un- 
til he unleashes one of his 
power bursts. 

Unfortunately  some- 
times Patterson can only 
play in bursts as he suffers 
from on-going breathing 
problems.

“Sometimes I just play 
for as long as I can and 
then I can’t go on.” 

Breathing problems 
aren't the only troubles 
that have affected Patter- 
son’s career. 

He readily admits to 
having had attitude prob- 
lems in the past and the 
tag of ‘trouble-maker’ 
has stuck like glue.

Committee, FIFA has made a move 
that will certainly have repercussions 


down the line. 

On the face of it, a decision to make the wearing of 
shinguards obligatory in all FIFA matches, including 
qualifying matches, is not of great moment. 

But the sooner it flows on to all Australian Soccer 
Federation and National League matches the better. 

The first point in favour of FIFA’s decision is their 
belief that the commonest form of injuries suffered in 
football matches involves damage to the shin-bone. 

The second is of even more concern. A major factor 
in this day and age is the possibility that the AIDS virus 
could be transmitted in the event of injury. 

It is a pity that this matter creeps into sport, but as it 
does an international sporting body must make haste to 
protect its participants. 

Additionally there must be a need to limit injuries to 
players, and in turn to put a cap on insurance pre- 
miums and payouts. 

If this situation applies with FIFA it is reasonable to 
assume that the same principle would apply in Aus- 
tralia. 

Accordingly, the ASF, the West End NSL, and no 
doubt also the State Leagues for a start, will have to 
closely examine urgent legislation in this matter. 

It is also of prime interest to note that, after due 
passage of time, the day is arriving when FIFA will be 
examining the current status - or lack of it - of the 
Oceania Football Confederation. 

Largely damned by having a huge expanse of ocean 
and few members of any sizeable population, Oceania 
has staggered on. 

It has been widely recognised that this minor con- 
federation has no real future. 

‘And so a Western Pacific Confederation should be 
considered. 

If the Asian Football Confederation will not sanction 
any loss of membership, then admission of Oceania 
nations to its ranks should provide a worthwhile solu- 
tion. 

Australia, New Zealand, and Papua New Guinea 
should be deeply involved. 

The former two nation’s should not forego their 
obligation to aid football in the smaller nations and 
territories of the region. 

That should be a part of any rearrangements. 

And hopefully there will be no ducking of vital issue: 
by the FIFA Consultative Committee concerned. 

This should not occur, even if Asia still has some 
points of view that may not be so productive. 

Surely FIFA has undertaken a consultative task be 
cause it has first recognised that a problem does exist

ASF, NSL need plan 
to interest youngsters 


FOR the past twenty years, school holidays 
have always meant Soccer Camp time for 
me and a host of kids. 

But as the years roll on the most disturbing thing 
about today’s kids is that although 500,000 plus of them 
play our game very few know anything about the West 
End National Soccer League, its clubs, its players and 
utlimately its history. 


A precious few know much more about the Austra- 
lian national team — the Socceroos and its players and 
history. 

It’s beating an old drum but Soccer in Australia is not 
capitalising on the number of kids playing the game. 

Ideally today’s Soccer playing kids should be our 
future supporters, sponsors, media men and business- 
men — all backing the game even if they don’t make it 
as players. 

However the gap between them and their game and 
the Socceroos and the senior clubs is growing wider as 
the years pass to a point where I believe it has reached 
alarming proportions. 

A planned effort has to be made by the ASF and its 
member clubs to link the kids with senior football. 

One minor way is through school holiday camps 
where the kids are coached by the leading players, get 
to know them on a personal level and perhaps then will 
get along to support them. 

To my knowledge only Marconi puts on holiday 
camps for kids. Saints used to be involved. 

For those who perhaps doubt the lack of interest for 
kids in senior football take a look around you at your 
next West End NSL game or State League match. 

Middle aged fans at best with few kids in sight. 

We all used to point the finger at Sydney City and 
their crowds. 

But Sydney City’s example is a lesson to all clubs. 

Their supporters literally died out. 

A Sydney City official once told me his club had more 
supporters in Rookwood Cemetery than at the games. 

The reason there was no young supporters coming 
along to replace those who had passed away. 

With few exceptions our leading clubs will all become 
‘Sydney Citys’ if there is not a concerted effort now to 
attract younger fans.

IT wasn’t a well 
known fact that for- 
mer Liverpool mana- 
ger Joe Fagan made 
a recent visit to the 
land of the long 
white cloud. 

The New Zealand visit 
was all hush-hush for the 
one-time Anfield 
supremo, who spent 
much of his hours with his 
family there. 

Fagan’s low-key  so- 
journ was as a guest of the 
New Zealand Football 
Association and Royal 
Life Insurance. He spent 
most of his time in Hamil- 
ton where son Kit is play- 
er/coach for Ngaruawa- 
hia United (in the NZ 
Northern League Divi- 
sion Two). 

The former coach and 
manager of the famous 
Merseyside club didn’t 
let his guard slip during 
his‘ stay, saying he was 
simply holidaying. 

He retired from Liver- 
pool in October 1985 and 
these days is content to 
watch from the Kop. 

“I watch the home 
games,” he said. “I en- 
joy it because there’s no 
pressure in doing that.” 

Not surprisingly Fagan 
was reluctant to com- 
ment on Liverpool’s FA 
Cup chances, yet he did 
say the team should win 
the league. 


“Although a few sea- 
sons ago we were nine 
points in the lead and lost 
three games to be caught 
by Everton. 


“Still, I think Liver- 
pool is the best team in 
the league at the mo- 
ment. As for the Cup — 
well it is always difficult 
to pick. Anything can 
happen and it often does. 
It all depends on the 
day.” 

Fagan answered the in- 
evitable question on 
Liverpool’s remarkable 
success, stating what so 
many before and after 
him have — simplicity is 
the key.

“They are doing simi- 
lar things to what we did 
at Liverpool.” What 
more needs to be said for 
Ngaruawahia, but — 
bring on the world!

Queensland's RSVP to Frank Arok 


_ THE Queensland Soccer Federation is to in- 
crease its pressure on national coach Frank 
Arok to come to Brisbane for the annual in- 
terstate clash between the Maroons and 
New South Wales at Perry Park on Monday, 
June 13. 

Arok indicated on his visit to Brisbane last week for 
a National League match between his side St George 
and Lions — which incidentally was his first visit to 
Queensland and three years — that he would only 
come back to Queensland for the interstate match if he 
had no club commitments. 

Sydney Olympic are scheduled to meet St George at 
the Sydney Sports Ground on Monday, June 13. 

“If I have a club game there is no chance in the world 
I will come (to Brisbane for the interstate game). But if 
we have nothing on that day, I will be here,’ Arok 
said. 

The QSF has asked the NSL to change the date of 
the Sydney Olympic-St George match, but so far it is 
understood an alternative venue is yet to be found and 
no official confirmation of a switch has been received. 

QSF President Ian Bruasasco believes Arok owes it 
to players from both teams involved in the clash to 
watch the game. 

“This is one of the prestige representative matches 
on the Soccer calendar and I think it is a game the 
National coach should attend, particularly with the 
Olympic games approaching. 


THE CLASH off the big guns — Brisbane City 
and North Star — will be the feature of round

BRISBANE LIONS have scrapped Saturday 
night National League matches and will re- 
vert back to Sunday afternoon kick-offs from 
this weekend.

following Frank Arok’s Socceroos Olympic 
qualifying success, it must be recognised 
that IF the code is to gain maximum rewards 
from its appearance in the finals that 
achievement must be seen as only a first 
step towards prosperity. 

For anyone to think that Soccer has finally reached 
its long awaited pinnacle would be downright foolish 
and even dangerous. 

Australia’s participation in the Seoul Olympic Fi- 
nals can certainly provide enormous spin-offs but un- 
less the opportunity is fully capitalised upon, we will 


again ; 
finish up following the same destructive path which was 
taken in 1974. 

A one-off appearance in an Olympic — or indeed a 
World Cup finals tournament — guarantees nothing 
except a fair amount of short term exposure, but what 
then? 

Are we to end up like New Zealand whose game has 
gone backwards since qualifying for Spain in 1982 in 
much the same way that we suffered after West 
Germany? 

Even Olympic success does not necessarily result in 
the sporting public maintaining long term interest. 

Australia’s hockey team has been winning or chal- 
lenging for Olympic medals for many years and is re- 
garded as one of the world’s leading nations, but club 
competitions are largely ignored by the public. 

Basketball has also achieved a fair measure of Olym- 
pic success over a long period yet it didn’t really take off 
until an aggressive and professionally managed natio- 
nal league came into being. 

A long held belief that our national team can be the 
showpiece which will carry club Soccer on it’s back 
may well be a myth. 

Australia has been reigning supreme in rugby league 
for over two decades but the code was going nowhere 
until the local league got it’s act together. 


because it has no international opposition, yet the game 
is almost a religion with so many Australians. 

A good performance by the Socceroos in Seoul wil 
not doubt lead to the sort of exposure which Soccer ha: 
not enjoyed since 1974. 

It may even assist in selling our game to the large 
corporations initially, and that’s when astute manage 
ment becomes essential. 

An immense opportunity will either go to waste agait 
or at long last, it just may send the game soaring to it: 
greatest heights. 

Whatever benefits may be derived from the Soccer 
oos appearance in Seoul they have to be utilisted it 
reinforcing the game’s foundations. 

Without a flourishing and vibrant National League 
Soccer will never compete with the expansion of its riva 
codes. 

That’s where long term acceptance by the public a 
large must start from. A successful national team cai 
only be a catalyst for providing a higher profile ever, 
couple of years. 

Constant interest can only be maintained throug 
the level of entertainment clubs give their payin, 
customers every weekend. 

Come September, the Socceroos will be in the type 0 
limelight from which they have been deprived sinc 
1974. 

All Soccer fans in this country, irrespective of thei 
original ethnic background, are sure to be_willin, 
Frank Arok and his players to success in Seoul. 

For a short period of time at least, the various polit 
cal factions will hopefully unite behind the green an 
gold. 

Let’s all hope that the same spirit prevails after th 
Olympics are over, should this first opportunity i 
fourteen years fail to launch Australian Soccer int 
national prominence, it may never get the chanc 


again.

EVERYONE delights in watching, or playing, that beautiful pass 
that switches the point of attack from one side of the park to the 
other. The real beauty of this pass is that when completed this 
“switch of play” allows the attacking side the luxury of more 
space and a stretched defence to exploit. With a bit of quick work 
and decisive attacking action the reward for a switch of play is 
often a real scoring opportunity. 

The concept of the switch of play is important and should be part of every 
young, up and coming player’s repertoire. Unfortunately it is hard to teach this 
skill and too many coaches just hope their players will master it instinctively. 
Unfortunately in most cases this does not happen but the move can be taught. 

The following is a training technique which is beneficial in the teaching of the 
concept of switching play. 

Start your team up in a small sided game, say 5 v 5, 7 v 7 or whatever. When 
the game develops to a stage where the ball is on one flank and the defence is 
concentrated to the ball (see illustration) stop everyone where they are. It is quite 
common for teams to concentrate on the ball to such an extent that they are all on 
one side of the park. 

Making sure the players do not move, get them to imagine a centre line through 
the length of the field from goal mouth to goal mouth. Point out that on the 
congested side there is little or no space, call this the narrow side. On the other 
side there is plenty of space, call this the wide side. 

Now introduce the special rule that every third or fourth pass must be to a 
player on the wide side. Soon your team will come to appreciate the benefit of a 
switch of play and the good results it brings will condition them in such a way that 
they will automatically look to switch the point of attack whenever the opportun- 
ity arises. 


SEE DIAGRAM 

From the diagram it can be seen that if attacking player 2 breaks back to the 
wide side he can receive a quick switch pass from 1. Now if 3 also breaks into the 
space, as shown, 2 can hit him with a penetrating pass which would, at worst, 
present 3 with a one on one situation. All this from a quick switch of play.

A wrap-up of the semi-finals by

PSV Eindhoven (Holland) did what many believed was 
the impossible when they held the mighty Real Madrid 
(Spain) to a 1-1 draw in the Santiago Bernabeau during 
their first leg European Champions’ Cup clash. 

The stars of Real pressured the Eindhoven defence 
throughout the contest and grabbed the first goal via a Hugo 
Sanchez penalty after just five minutes, after PSV’s 
goalkeeper Hans van Breukelen had brought the Mexican 
down. 5 

Seven minutes later the Madrid side looked set to go 2-0 up 
when defender Ivan Nielsen nearly put the ball into his own 
net, the ball luckily rebounded off the post and was cleared. 

Following that opening it seemed for all money to the 
capacity 100,000 crowd that the Spanish champions would 
overwhelm their Dutch counterparts, but it was not so as at 
the 20 minute mark PSV showed they were not going to be 
intimidated by the occasion and midfielder Edward Linsken 
equalised. 

The brilliant Dane Frank Arnesen initiated the move and 
sent Linsken into the clear, his initial shot was brilliant saved 
by Real keeper Francisco Buyo but the follow up was put 
away. 

Real had a few chances in the first half to regain the lead but 
van Breukelen kept them at bay. 

His best save however came in the second term from a shot 
from Jose Camacho after Sanchez had put him into the clear.

But the growing popular- 
ity for baseball, table tennis 
and basketball, plus the 
shortage of adequate play- 
ing pitches on the over- 
crowded island, have con- 
spired to stunt Soccer's 
development. 

No longer able to call 
upon players attached to 
Hong Kong clubs, the natio- 
nal side now fares poorly on 
the few occasions it appears. 

Taiwan maintained a very 
low profile in world Soccer 
until 1976, when their cont- 
rived and illegal banishment 
from the Asian Football 
Confederation paved the 
way for the People’s Repub- 
lic of China’s return to the 
international scene, and, 
although retaining member- 
ship of FIFA, they play 
under imposed names — 
either Taiwan or Chinese — 
Taipei (presumably to dis- 
tinguish them from Dutch — 
Taipei or perhaps Bots- 
wanan — Taipei), rather than 
the preferred Republic of 
China. 

Predictably, FIFA 
shunted the Taiwanese into 
Oceania’s Confederation. 

‘After - missing the four 
previous competitions, they 
entered the 1978 World Cup 
— probably as a response to 
the People’s Republic's high 
key activity, and were drawn 
with Australia and New 
Zealand in the qualifying 
rounds. 

Due to political and finan- 
cial considerations, their 
four games were played 
away from home — Aus- 
tralia being met twice in Fiji, 
whilst the Kiwis had the con- 
siderable advantage of stag- 
ing both encounters before 
their own supporters.

UNDER THE MICROSCOPE 


ALTHOUGH always one of the most re- 
spected national teams, England has a dis- 
tinctly mediocre record in the European 


Championship. 


Only 


the third place 


achieved in 1968, with the backbone of the 
World Cup winning side of two years earlier 
Still intact, gave any cause for satisfaction. 


However, there is a 
great deal of optimism in 
the Old Dart that the cur- 
rent Anglo combination 
will make up for past fai- 
lures and bring the Henri 
Delaunay Cup to Lon- 
don. Neutrals, justifi- 
ably, are less convinced 
of the team’s chances. 

England look too 
vulnerable in too many 
areas to vindicate British 
bookmakers’ odds and 
the confident forecasts 
emanating from Fleet 
Street. 

Goalkeeper Peter 
Shilton now regularly 
plays like a 38-year-old; 
which he is, without the 
commanding central de- 
fender Terry Butcher 
(sidelined by a leg frac-

on Easter Monday when, 
despite being reduced to 10 
men by the dismissal of de- 
fender Colin Gibson, held 
first division leader Liver- 
pool to a3-3 draw. 

Despite some indifferent 
recent form, Liverpool with 
seven games to play were 11 
points ahead of United and 14 
clear of Nottingham Forest. 
However, United has played 
two more games than Liver- 
pool and Forest. 

United, unbeaten on visits 
to Liverpool since 1979, was 
expected to face the backlash 
from the Reds’ second defeat 
of the season, at Forest on 
Saturday, but surprised every- 
‘one by taking a second-minute 
lead through England captain 


Bryan Robson. 

His goal put United in com- 
mand and it withstood 
tremendous pressure before 
collapsing dramatically. 

England striker _— Peter 
Beardsley, recalled _after 


being dropped at Nottingham, 
levelled in the 37th minute, 
Scottish defender Gary Gilles- 
pie put Liverpool ahead three 
minutes later, and Steve 


~ McMahon hit a third just one 


minute into the second half. 

When United _ left-back 
Gibson was sent off after 59 
minutes for a foul on Steve 
Nicol it seemed Liverpool 
would be able to run up a big 
score. 

But 10-man United stormed 
back, Robson brought it back 
into the game with a 65th mi- 
nute goal and Gordon 


12 minutes from time. 

Many experts had predicted 
Liverpool would be celebrat- 
ing its 17th championship with 
Easter wins over Forest and 
United, but instead the 
Merseyside team still requires 
seven points to secure the title. 

The Football Association is 
likely to take a dim view of 
Alex Ferguson’s (United's 
Manager) contention that 
Anfield is such an intimidating 
place that referees are forced 
into making the wrong deci- 
sions. 

He was referring to the dis- 
missal of Gibson for two book- 
able offences which left them 
with 10 men when they were 3- 
1 down. 

United then recovered to 
draw 3-3, an achievement 
which, by his own reckoning, 
left Ferguson free to express 
his views because he could not 
be accused of sour grapes. 

A truncated TV view of the 
match is hardly the basis for 
sound judgment but it does 
seem that if referee John Key, 
of Rotherham, did make a 
mistake it was in not showing 
Norman Whiteside the red 
card for his late lunge at Steve 
McMahon with malice 
aforethrough. 

Be that as it may, the gentle- 
men who are more accus- 
tomed to sitting in the easy 
chairs of the FA than on the 
uneasy benches of the first 
division might care to reserve 
judgement on the manager of 
Manchester United until they 
understand what he is about. 

One of Ferguson’s biggest 
attractions, and one of his 


terms, is that he is not among 
the game’s dissemblers. He 
says what he means_and means 


what he says. 
Like others in football who 
are “more - intelligent and 


articulate than the average, 
his emotions speak for them- 
selves. Graham Taylor and 
David Pleat are similar types. 

Mention of Pleat recalls a 
scene played out at a quayside 
cafe in Marseille on the night 
France beat Portugal in. the 
semi-finals of the 1984 Euro- 
pean championship. 

Pleat, Jim Smith (now man- 
ager of QPR) and Ferguson 
were having a nightcap when 
the conversation turned to the 
miners’ strike. Guess who be- 
came so passionate an advo- 
cate of the miners’ cause that 
the discussion became a trifle 
overheated? 

The FA can fine Ferguson 
again but it will make not a 
scap of difference because he 
is the way he is. He does not 
seek controversy but his quiet 
manner conceals a short fuse. 

A toolmaker by trade be- 
fore he took up Soccer full- 
time, Ferguson led an appren- 
tices’ strike in Glasgow as a 
teenager. 

Like Kenny Dalglish, he 
was born in the city, although 
when the question of his birth- 
place arises he is apt to reply 
“Govan” rather than 
“Glasgow”. 

In the line of managers at 
Old Trafford he leans more to- 
wards Dave Sexton than 
Tommy Docherty. He likes 
biographies and maintains a 
keen interest in politics and 


influence on the England 
game — quite the reverse, in 
fact. 

Monday’s performance by 
Manchester United suggested 
that even at the end of a mun- 
dane season such as this the 
stirrings of greatness at Old 
Trafford are still there. 

With his _ fire-breathing 
assistant Archie Knox (no 
wise man will call them Nervo 
and Knox), Ferguson has to 
disprove a theory of Dr John- 
son’s which might have been 
written for English football 
management: “Much may be 
made of a Scotchman if he be 
caught young.” 

Few have come straight 
from a Soccer career spent ex- 
clusively north of the border 
and succeeded in the Football 
League in England. 

Ferguson has already indi- 
cated that he wants to clear the 
decks at Old Trafford and re- 
build from fresh foundations. 
Even Whiteside is on the list 
and has attracted alleged in- 
terst from Pisa, a place whose 
most distinguished landmark 
looks as if it was tackled by one 
of Whiteside’s ancestors, 

Along with the young Irish- 
man might go the likes of Peter 
Davenport, Paul McGrath 
and even there is talk of off- 
loading Robson but like the 
Tumour that Ian Rush might 
be on his way back from his 
Italian club Juventus, it looks 
way off the mark. 

There have been sugges- 
tions that Whiteside and Rob- 
son will be swapped for Rush 
plus cash but Juventus have 
never said they would offload

more than $7 million, re- 
membering that the likes of 
Michel Platini, Zibby Boniek 
and even Diego Maradona 
hardly set the world on fire in 
their first season in Italy. The 
talk in Turin is that perhaps 
Platini will be brought out of 
Tetirement’ to supply “the 
ammunition for Rush and the 
other likely foreigner Enzo 
Francescoli (Uruguay) or 
Paolo Futre (Portugal). 

As to Anfield’s intimidating 
referees, well it can hardly be 
as frightening an experience 
for officials as some foreign 
grounds — Naples, for inst- 
ance, or Marseille, or the Boca 
Stadium in Buenos Airs, 
where the referees have been 
known to wear sidearms. 


But a great deal of venom 
has grown up between the fans 
of Liverpool and Manchester 
United in recent years. There 
were nasty scenes outside 
Wembley when the clubs met 
in the 1977 FA Cup final and 
police had to be especially 
alert at the Milk Cup final in 
1983. 

Two years ago Manchester 
United players arriving at 
Anfield had the contents of an 
aerosol can squirted in their 
faces and were spat on as they 
made their way to the dres- 
sing-room. 

Ron Atkinson, although he 
later regretted his words, 
came away saying that Anfield 
was a “‘hell hole”. 


Ferguson’s comments have 
come at a sensitive time for 
English football, with the 
possibility of returning to 
Europe next season, and the 
FA may not thank him for 
further winding up the Un- 
ited-Liverpool situations. 

But this is a man who be- 
lieves that Soccer should bring 
out the best of human pas- 
sions; who after one match at 
Aberd when it was put to 
him at the normally re- 
served home fans had got be- 
hind the side, replied drily: 
“Aye, you could hear them 
tustling their sweetie papers.” 

His first full season at Old 
Trafford has been statistically 
good but, before Monday, in- 
different to behold. 

The future of Manchester 
United may well be subject to 
the wind and weather of high 
finance but, if Ferguson is 
allowed to buy big, he will 
surely be a-thorn in Liver-
